In selecting the land to be re- 
moved from cultivation, the in- 
terior secretary said, there will be 
taken into consideration what new 
areas may be brought into cultiva- 
tion under more advantageous cir- 
cumstances. 
The sub-marginal lands will be 
used by tiw covernment for such 
! purposes as are deemed advisable, 
including additions to the national 
domain. Indian reservations, na- 
jtional parks and national forests. 
Ickcs added.

FARMERS URGED 


TO FORM CO-OPS 


Dan Stephens Declares 


Organization Only 


Price Remedy. 


Nebraska .dairymen were urged 


Wednesday by Dan V. Stephens of 
Fremont to form co-operatives to 
market both milk and beef prod- 
ucts in an address delivered by Mr. 
Stephens at Organized Agriculture 
here as president of the Nebraska 
Dairymen's association. 
"It is illogical for the farmer to 
hope for a permanent improvement 
of his business until such time as 
he is able to set up a permanent 
organization for the distribution of 
his products," Mr. Stephens de- 
clared. 


Says Market Not Free. 
Stating that he has no war to 
make on the packing industry it- 
self, the dairy association president 
said the packing industry offers a 
striking example of the futility of 
the farmer trying to protect his 
markets where he has no control 
over them. 
"The stockyards might be termed 
a market," Mr. Stephens comment- 
ed, "but it is only a market in 
name, in reality it is the place 
where a few men gather and agree 
-among themselves as to the general 
prices they will 
pay for the fat 
animals submitted to them for 
sale. A man must be rather stu- 
pid to believe that there is an open 
and free market at these yards 
where his products will bring the 
highest going price." 
With last ;-tav one of the poor- 
est years agriculture has suffered 
in many dec~c*es, Mr. 
Stephens 


said, the packers made "a good 
profit for a -jood year and 
an 


excessive profit for a poor year." 
Must Control Distribution. 


Mr. Stephens said the same 
situation exists in regard to milk. 
"When the farmer once becomes 


thoroughly posted on the situa- 
tion." the Fremont banker 
pre- 


dicted, "he will see be cannot turn 
his product over to an independent 
organization and have it control 
the avenues of distribution 
and 


still receive his cost of produc 
tion. The farmer must control the 
avenues of distribution whether it 
be in milk or beef or anything else 
that he produces on his land."

laws. 


Decision by the council to con- 
tinue the rat-killing activities car- 
ried with it an order that William 
Splichal, in charge of the work for 
several years, be continued on the 
health department payroll as su- 
pervision of a group of CWA work- 
ers who have opened a drive on 
rats. Splichal had been dropped 
from the" health 
rolls, 
effective 


Saturday night, to become a CWA 
worker. 
Six hundred 
dollars 
of CWA 
money set aside for the rat-killing 
campaign, must be used by Febru- 
ary 15 when, it is expected by City 
Attorney Kier, an ordinance fixing 
fees for killing rats, will have been 
passed by the council. Writing of 
the ordinance was ordered by the 
council Tuesday. 
The dance ordinance amendment 
holds the proprietor or lessee of a 
premises equally responsible for vi- 
olation of the Sunday closing law. 
The amendment was introduced be- 
cause of a belief that there is a 
loophole in the present statute that 
will permit the proprietor or lessee 
to escape punishment. 
Continuation of rat-killing activi- 
ties in the health department was 


urged upon the council by E. H. 
Schroder and Sum Bell. The latt**. 
a downtown property owner, said 
that rats are causing a loss of thou- 
sands of dollars daily in the busi- 
ness district. 


The council suspended its rules 
and passed on second and third 
reading an ordinance designed to 
prevent stealing of electric current. 
It provides that new installations 
must Include an enclosed sealed 
meter, the consumer to have access 
to the fuses through a special open- 
ing. 
Where thefts of current are 
discovered or suspected, the

Work of renovating the interior 


of the Havelock branch library will 
begin within a day or two, accord- 
ing to M. A. Hyde, chairman of the 
library board committee in charge 
of the $2,000 CWA fund reported 
Wednesday, following a meeting of 
the board Tuesday evening.

According to Mr. Hyde, $600 of 
the fund has already been used in 
repapering and varnishing at the 
main library. Previously, $1,000 had 
been spent of the board's own funds 
in repairing the outside masonry 
and roof tiling, Mr. Hyde said. 
Since only $2,000 is available now 
under the CWA, almost all of it 
will be used for labor, Mr. Hyde 
stated.

TO ASK FREEDOM 


Killed "Best Friend" In 


Self 
Defense, 


Is Claim. 


Bert Davis To Make 


Second Request For 


Commutation. 


Self preservation is the defense 


pleaded by Miles J. Maryott. 62, for- 
mer Oshkosh taxidermist, who will 
appear 
before the 
pardon board 


January 10 to ask for commutation 
of his life term for the murder 
seven years ago of the man he calls 
his "best friend," George 
Albee. 
Oshkosh night watchman. Maryott 
was convicted of second 
degree 


murder and he is making his firm 
appearance before the board. He has 
won a degree of recognition for his 
landscape paintings while in prison. 
Another convicted murderer, Bert 


M, Davis, 56, serving a life term for 
the poisoning of his wife, Blanche 
Davis, in their Beaver City home 8 
years ago, will make his second plea 
for commutation next week. Davis, 
who was tried twice before a jury 
could agree on a verdict, appeared 
before the pardon board in Novem- 
ber, 
1931, but 
the 
board never 
reached a decision in his case. 
Children Support Plea. 


Davis, an assistant in the prison 
hospital, was charged with his wife's 
murder a few months after her 
death when his marriage to Mrs. 
Kate Besler, Beaver City widow, 
brought to a climax rumors circu- 
lating through the little town. She 
also was tried, but acquitted. 
Mrs. Davis died in convulsions, 


from strychnine, the state contend- 
ed, administered to her with med- 
icine prescribed by her physician. 
She had been ill some time prior to 
her death. 
Davis' seven children are united in 


support of his plea for clemency, 
and to date, no protests against 
have been received from the com- 
munity where he was a respected 
merchant before his wife's 
death 


and his subsequent conviction for 
her murder. Many protests 
-were 


filed at the time of his first hear- 
ing, however. 
Davis has consistently denied his 
guilt.and in his application for a 
hearing he wrote: "There was no 
crime." 
The crime for which Maryott is 
serving a life sentence occurred the 
day before 
Thanksgiving in 1926. 


According to 
Maryott. 
he 
had 
equipped himself with a revolver 
after some Oshkosh men. fined for 
taking game birds out of season, ac- 
cused him of having reported them 
and he had received an anonymous 
threatening letter. 
Says Albee Shot First. 


Albee. learning that Maryott had 


obtained a revolver, accosted him, 
talked about affair and then fol- 
lowed Maryott to the farm home of 
the county judge, where Maryott left 
his car and delivered some ducks. As 
he walked back to his car, Maryott 
relates in his application to the 
board, Albee, standing some distance 
away, began firing with a 
rifle. 


Maryott went down with a wound 
in the abdomen, one thigh and a 
heel two other shots having missed. 


Albee came up and Maryott asked 
him to get a doctor, the prisoner 
states; but instead, Albee pulled out 
a revolver struck him over the head 
and then fired a bullet into his left 
breast, Maryott 
charges. 
Maryott 


then whipped out his own weapon 
and shot Albee, who died a 
few 


minutes later. 


The shooting aroused high feeling 
in Garden county and Maryott was 
tried in Morrill county on a change 
of venue.

He's really try- 
ing to do something and that's all 
any of us can ask of any man." In 
his opinion, farmers in the south- 
west part of the state are against 
the movements toward violence. No 
one was found at the meetings 
at 
the agricultural college who coulc 
report that Nebraska farmers in any 
section were favoring the holiday 
movement. 
Oppose Packer Operations. 


One of the questions asked was 
"What do you think of direct buying 
and packers' feeding operations?" In 
each instance the answer was that 
direct buying, which the 
farmer 
himself can stop, was harmful in 
that the final market price for cat- 
tle and hogs would be set on seconc 
grades. As to packers' feeding oper- 
ations P. P. Ceder summed it up 
when he said, "It is a bad thing, and 
it is unfair competition inasmuch 
as packers know in advance whai 
they are going to pay for beef and 
pork and can hold the market 
to 
their own price." In the event of a 
price increase they are able to drive 
the price down again by dumping 
their holdings on the market, he 


Ceder blotted out the picture 


of the seeming advantage that the 
farmer has held over the city work- 
er in that he is able to eat, at least 
whatever the state of business, with 
the remark that in doing so, the 
farmer eats up his operating capital 
and his assets. "Supposing the citj 
man could have eaten his furnit- 
ure." Mr. Ceder asked. "Now he 
would be confronted with the ser- 
ious question of what to use. This 
applies to the fanner. If he has eat- 
en up his assets, as a great man' 
have what now, is he going to do?' 
The lowered prices of produce are 


a cause for concern, the • fanners 
said, and they believe that the dairy 
and produce industries should also 
be made to conform to a processing 
tax. "Cream is so cheap that peopl< 
in town are doing their own churn 
ing," Mr. Thompson said. 
Only Underconsumption. 


F. D. Peterson manager of a 
Farmers Union creamery at Fair- 
bury said. "There isn't an overpro- 
duction of produce and dairy pro- 
ducts, but underconsumption. Take 
butter for instance, the government 
could spend $15.000.000 and take *-he 
surplus butter off the market in 30 
days." About 50 per cent of the farm 
income in his territory comes from 
produce." he said.

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A SYMPHONY OF THE 


PRAIRIES. 


. HOWARD HANSON, whose recent visit to 
Lincoln in connection with the Music Teachers 


National association convention was of unusual in- 
terest, suggests music should appeal to the emotions 
rather than to the intellect. With that view, there 
will be general agreement on the part of the lay- 
men, if not among artists. For, in appealing to the 
emotions, of necessity there must be more rigid ad- 
herence to harmony than to technique. In his own 
symphonic compositions, which Dr. Hanson present- 
ed in Nebraska through the Lincoln Symphony or- 
chestra, he adhered closely to his ideal. , The result 
was an ovation for him from an audience of music 
lovers, which was swept away both by the beauty 
and the spirit of his work. 


Not only does Dr. Hanson believe harmony should 


not be sacrificed for any other consideration, but he 
believes that an American opera should be written in 
accordance with American life and ideals, and sung 
in English, so the audiences may understand it. His 
own opera, "Merry Mount," which will have its pre- 
mier in New York City on February 10 or there- 
about, with Lawrence Tibbett, the foremost of Ameri- 
can singers, In the leading role, will be awaited with 
keenest anticipation. Only in these last fifteen years 
has there been a serious attempt to produce an 
American opera. When Deems Taylor and Edna St. 
Vincent Millay collaborated to produce "The King's 
Henchman," there was wild acclaim and it was said 
that an outstanding American opera had been writ- 
ten. Whether it was the depression or other factors, 
"The King's Henchman" never attained the success 
expected. Before that, there had been numerous pro- 
ductions, one of which, "The Girl of the 
Golden 


West," based upon California, was sent on a long 
tour over the United States. In "Merry Mount," Dr. 
Hanson has gone back to Puritan days in New Eng- 
land. It Is a theme rich in color and those who 
heard his symphony, and who heard him express his 
views on music, are looking forward to a truly great 
artistic triumph. 


Which suggests there is one unwritten symphony, 


possibly an opera, which has a theme of unrivaled 
beauty. It Is the symphony of the prairies—virgin 
prairies—embracing great stretches of grass covered 
land. 


Who has caught the beauty of the wind, as it swept 


mile after mile through waist tall grass to toss a 
song to those with ears to hear it? Who has put in 
the score the Icy blasts which roared out of the north, 
carrying with them Ice pellets of the sharpness of 
bullets, such as were exemplified in some of the 
blizzards which rode across these prairie regions, 
bringing death and misery to pioneer people? Who 
has listened spellbound and enraptured to the song 
of the cricket In the grass on a quiet summer night 
and then translated It in music? Who has depicted 
the awesomeness, and the grandeur of the tornadic 
winds as they dropped from blackened skies to deal 
death and destruction to property and to human be- 
ings? Who has captured the spirit of the camp fire, 
an Institution during those days when the trek led 
across the prairies to a western frontier? There It 
stood outlined In the Deepening dusk, beside a slug- 
gish stream, if the traveler were fortunate, or in a 
protected valley. If water were not reached, and it 
seemed the lowering smoke and the cheery flames, 
with only the stars and the sky for a roof over those 
gathered around the blazing pile, extended a mes- 
sage of hope, warmth, and security. 


Who among those earitr settlers did not thrill to 


the innate of a spring morning on the prairies? The 


, unforgettable cans of the prairie chicken and 


grous*. the melody of the meadow lark, and the 


chorus from birds whose songs were not 
•* distinguishable. 


And then when the prairie surrendered to settle- 


tnent, when sod was turned to cultivation, when corn- 
Orackled on hot nights in a burst 
of newfound 


Strength, when soft winds caressed wheat fields, was 
ever there a more glorious benediction? It is fitting 
«nd proper that an American opera should go back 
to the grim rocks and the equally grim and unyield- 
ing thought of Puritan New England life. That Is 
«» American saga, which exerted a powerful in- 
fluence on the nation. But another is the prairie, its 
conquest and its settlement, and some day some 
American composer, whose birth took place there, 
whose boyhood was spent there, who saw it in glori- 
fied light, will reproduce it in music. 


MONET COMING HOME. 
r MAY not be apparent to the casual observer, 


but we are assured by Dr. Max Winkler. Wall 


street economist, that American dollars are coming 
home from abroad. Dr. Winkler says that at the 
beginning of this year American investments abroad 
amounted to $16.715.427.500." which was a decline ol 
$400.000.000 from a year ago. and more than $1.250.- 
000.000 from the peak of 1931. 


These figures do not include war or political debts, 


but are direct private Investments, and the fact that 
the money ha* been coming back in such large sums 
cannot but be gratifying to the people of the United 
States. There Is plenty ol opportunity lor invest- 
ment in this country, and developments within the 
pmst few years would seem te indicate that the risk 
is probably not as great as would be the case were 
Uw money sail to some other land. 


It has been mainly through the efforts of interna- 


tional bankers that Americans have been induced to 
Invest snch vast sums abroad, and there can be no 
doubt that congressional investigations have opened 
the eyes of the people to such an extent that few 
will be found so gullible in the future as they have 
been in the past. 


It is true that, the people of the United States are 


intensely interested in the development of the re- 
sources of the countries of South America, for it is 
to that continent that we must look for our greatest 
growth in commerce. Thoae resources constitute un- 
toW potential wealth, and it will require a vast 
amount of capital to derelope them. Undoubtedly 
the greater part of that capital will go from the 
United Stater, 


But ttxst of this country who in the future send 


money to South America or any other foreign land 
are not going to do so blindly as they have so fre- 
quently in the pftftt. They are going to have some 
sort of tangible assurance that they are not throw- 
ing their capital away; and they are furthermore go- 
Ing to be quite sure that there are not equally in- 
viting fields for investment right here in the United 
States. 


FRANCE'S BLACK SQUADRON. 


A 


N IMPORTANT element in the inability or the 
refusal of France to pay anything toward her 


debt to the United States is reflected in the 
an- 


nouncement from Algiers that General Victor Vuille- 
min's "black squadron" of twenty-eight army bi- 
planes had completed a 16,000 mile triumphal tour 
of French African possessions. 


More than a month was consumed in the flight, 


and it cost a pretty penny. 


Its purpose is not altogether clear, unless it was to 


demonstrate to Europe that the great French air 
armada was capable of covering every inch of French 
soil. France holds supremacy in the air, is spending 
huge sums of money in order to retain it, is respon- 
sible for an absurd but spirited armament race in the 
air's conquest, and it is an appreciation of what this 
means, not only to her people, but to other1 debt-rid- 
den countries that makes America indignant. 


The Frenchman cannot claim to be a student of 


psychology. Had the French government so much as 
taken the sum expended in this triumphal tour of 
Africa, and tendered it to Uncle Sam as a token of 
good faith in the payment of a huge debt, insignifi- 
cant as the sum is in comparison to the aggregate 
due the United States, the feeling here would be very 
different. 


A NEW HOLDUP STUNT. 


"•WERE'S an unusual item that you may have 
Mm. overlooked-' in the 
news dispatches: A stock 


brokerage office at Rockford, 111., was held up for 
$5,000 in cash and jewelry on the last business day 
of the old year. The interesting thing about the 
event was that most of the plunder was obtained, not 
from the firm itself, but from its customers congre- 
gated to watch the blackboards showing market quo- 
tations on stocks, grain, cotton, and other commodi- 
ties. 


Most of us had been led to suppose that patrons 


of these places were pretty well cleaned out a long 
time ago by the smart guys in Wall street and didn't 
have much dough left. The idea that a gang of 
robbers would pick such a place for their operations 
would have been regarded as a rich joke—until they 
actually did it and made a good haul. Now we are 
gasping for breath. What next? 


It all goes to show that you never can tell. The 


lambs who have been going through the shearing pro- 
cess for several years seem still to have some wool. 
And this time it is not the big, bad wolf of the stock 
exchange who clips it from their backs, but just a 
bunch of plain, everyday holdup men. The result 
is the same, but the method is different. 


If this sort of thing spreads, it will behoove the 


habitues of stock brokerage establishments to leave 
their money in the bank or in a sock at home, rather 
than carry it with them. While they may be in- 
convenienced a little by lack of ready cash to buy 
or sell stocks and grain when the market takes a 
sudden turn, they win probably be better off in the 
end. 
A good many times it is decidedly better to 


stop, look, and listen when the tape starts off on a 
tangent. 


Big market manipulators back in New York and 


Chicago may well view with alarm the Rockford in- 
cident. The federal securities act was bad enough 
as a dampener on business, but this is decidedly 
worse. It threatens to cut directly into their patron- 
age and deflect their regular revenue into other 
channels. 
All the securities act does is to forbid 


the use of certain kinds of bait in fishing for suck- 
ers. It doesn't apply to the fish that have a habit 
of jumping out of the water right into a waiting net. 


Maybe we shall yet see a regime of barred doors 


at the entrances to stock brokerage rooms, 
with 


guards stationed inside to admit only those who 
identify themselves by giving the password through 
a peephole. That plan worked fairly well with speak- 
easies during the bootleg era, when the purpose was 
to keep out police raiders until the patrons could 
disperse. It might be equally effective in forestalling 
holdups like that one that occurred at Rockford. 


GIVE THE PRESIDENT FREE REIN. 
r MAJORITY leaders and spokesmen in the Unit- 


ed States senate and house of representatives 


are correct in their forecasts of a brief session, last- 
ing only till about May I, the 73rd congress will go 
down in history as having accomplished its work in 
the most businesslike and expeditious fashion of any 
federal assemblage since the civil war. 


Due to the lame duck amendment which hastens 


the convening of a newly elected congress by two 
months and does away with post-election sessions of 
the old one, members of the present lawmaking 
bodies will have nothing more to do after the ses- 
sion just starting is concluded, except in the improb- 
able contingency of President Roosevelt calling them 
together again later this year for a special term. 


This makes the official tenure of the 73rd con- 


gress the shortest on record, as it does the term of 
President Roosevelt. Should adjournment come by 
May 1, the actual sitting time of this congress for 
1933 and 1934 combined will total only about seven 
months—a remarkably short period in 
comparison 


with the long-drawn-out sessions of previous years. 


There Is no doubt the best interests of the coun- 


try will be served by putting the brakes on new legis- 
lation other than what may be needed to supplement 
the policies already begun under the new deal. A 
minimum of oratory and partisan strife and keeping 
down the number of congressional investigations will 
help greatly in enabling President Roosevelt to work 
out his program, at the same time providing en- 
couragement for business to resume normal opera- 
tions. 


Congress will win popular confidence and esteem 


by giving wholehearted support to the president and 
seeing that no obstacles are thrown in the way of 
national recovery. It is no time for either back- 
pulling or going off on a tangent. The American 
people are not in a mood to approve either the de- 
mands of reactionaries for a return to the old sys- 
tem or the clamor of radical theorists to have a mul- 
titude of new experiments tried out. 


President Roosevelt and his administration aides 


have formulated a series of definite measures cal- 
culated to improve general economic conditions. Sub- 
stantial progress has already been made in carrying 
them out. The logic of the situation calls for a con- 
tinuance of these efforts, together with such addi- 
tional undertakings as the president may deem nec- 
essary to complete the program: and that congress 
shaD do nothing which would constitute harmful in- 
terference. 


Happily, the prevailing temper among congressmen 


and senators seems to be along this line. There will 
undoubtedly be some dt<*urocrs and faultfinders In 
both branches bent on throwing monkeywrenches in- 
to the machinery: but it does not seem probable that 
they will get far. 


BURDEN OS MIDDLE WEST.

Needless to say, Jesus condemned 
every departure from strict honesty. 
Yet there was a lesson to be learned 
from this steward who so adroitly 
covered his retreat under fire. "The 
children of this world," He says 
sadly, "are wiser in their generation 
than the children of light." The 
ends they pursue are temporal, but 
the intelligence and energy they 
spend in gaining them may be an 
example for believers who neglect 
their eternal interests.

schools, much consideration should 
be given them. 
Most of us breathe Inside air 90 
per cent of the time—sleeping 8 
hours, working 8 hours, eating 1% 
hours, indoor recreation 3 hours. 
Certainly this is true of the winter 
time, at least. The increase In ef- 
ficiency for workers, for children in 
school, the Increase in comfort for 
patrons of restaurants and thea- 
ters, justifies attention to this phase 
of hygiene. Not only efficiency and 
comfort, but health of the skin, and 
beauty of the complexion are in- 
creased by proper, air conditioning, 
to say nothing of the freedom from 
common infections and Wnecses, 
which are also dependent upon 
proper ventilation. 
There are three factors in a well- 
ventilated room. One Is the temper- 
ature, the second is the humidity, 
or amount of moisture, and tne 
third is the movement of tne air. 
During tne winter time in tne 
American home, office and school 
we have heretofore been Inclined 
to pay too much attention to the 
temperature alone, to Uie exclusion 
of the other two 
factors. 
Air 
brought in from tne outside on a 
cold winter's day is likely to be dry 
and in being heated by the furnace 
it expands and loses some of its 
moisture, and is. therefore, 
even 
drier than the outside air. And this 
is what turns most of our homes 
and office buildings into a condition 
that somewhat resembles the Sa- 
hara desert or a dry kiln. 
House .ives often wonder why tne 
potted plants they attempt to grow 
indoors in winter die. The dry. hot 
air is responsible, as it is also re- 
sponsible for headaches and fatigue 
and lac£ of pep. 
Even witDout a specially designed

which the state can give against ex- 
ploitation by their felloV men or by 
combinations of their ftllow men.

In the case of 
those banks which were not per- 
mitted to reopen, nearly 600 mil- 
lion dollars of frozen deposits are 
being restored to the depositors 
through the assistance of the na- 
tional government.

Many of 
us certainly are in error as to the 
aims of education in the case of a 
growing boy if football isn't a very 
direct contribution to this educa- 
tion. 


"One of the primary functions of 
a college is to help men to enter 
upon their vocations with strong, 
rugged characters, with enthusiasm 
and with a spirit that nothing can 
break down. 


Teamwork Needed Now. 


"I believe that calling up and 
expending freely, in an emergency, 
last reserves of strength and cour- 
age, of voluntarily 
subordinating 


one's interests to the interests of 
the group, of co-ordinating one's 
activity with the activity of others 
engaged in the same task, of dis- 
ciplining one's self physically for 
three months a year at least, of 
pouring out all of one's energy 
within limits dictated by 'decency 
and sportsmanship—I believe that 
all of these habits constitute an im- 
portant contribution to the educa- 
tion both of those who play foot- 
ball and of those who see it played 
and who admire the players. 
"Another important 
contribution 


of football is its development of 
teamwork, the very thing Secretary 
Wallace is interested in. If there 
ever was a time when teamwork is 
needed among our people, this is it.

fore the advisory health council 
Tuesday evening and outlined his 


~ 
set-up for the year. Included in his 


children, requests was the suggestion that Dr. 


Theodore M. Ebers be made deputy 
superintendent and full-time city 
physician, and that the position of 
rat exterminator be taken from the 
hands of the health department 
and placed on a fee basis. 


The factors which he considered 
in making his set-up, Dr. Arnholt 
explained were: the curtailment of 
the budget by about $11,000 or to 
about three-fourths that of the pre- 
vious year; the federal - survey of 
last summer; the voice of the or- 
ganized medical profession in its re- 
lation to public health; the sugges- 
tions of many citizens through or- 
ganized civic groups; the present 
economic situation wherein the de- 
partment is confronted with the 
care of many worthy indigents; the 
initiation of a just and equitable 
code between local hospitals and 
the department of health; the sug- 
gestions of the policy committee of 
the advisory board, and a thorough 
digest of the health program as 
submitted by the committee of pub- 
lic safety. 


Plans Use Social Worker. 


The changes which he proposes to 
initiate include, besides the estab- 
lishment of a full-time superin- 
tendent; a laboratory technician; 
the reduction of curative medicine 
service; a medical social worker to 
devote about 36 hours a week to in- 
vestigating eligibility of clinc and 
hospital cases and other social work. 
He also proposes to have a nurse 
employed for paiuchial school pupil 
inspection, beginning Feb 15 Quar- 
antine will be made by the superin- 
tendent and the full-time deputy 
superitendent, and instruction will 
be given in the homes by doctors 
and nurses. He also plans an in- 
tensive milk campaign. 
Operating on a $39,000 budget, Dr 


Arnholt said that he could still 
stand as much as a 10 per cent cut 
without hurting his department ma- 
terially, adding that the difference 
would come out of his maintenance 
fund. "We have a balance on hand 
of $25,123.44; with the amount of 
salaries for the balance of the year 
standing at $15,60165; and have a 
$9,521.79 in the maintenance fund 
and $1,419.85 in the milk inspection 
fund," he said. 
In seeking a full-tune physician 


for city service. Dr. Arnholt ex- 
plained that, "Organized medicine 
las been desired for many years, 
and we have felt the need of having 
a physician for the position without 
a private practice. He would be sub- 
ject to call for all accidents and 
smergencies, and answer cases of 
jedfast patients. All calls would be 
handled directly through the health 
department office, and time would 
be saved in caring for the sick." 


Indigents Not To Suffer. 


The care of worthy indigents will 
not suffer, in the opinion of Dr. 
Amholt. although 25 per cent of 
the ineligibles will be eliminated 
ihroug'. better social investigation. 
Each local hospital will get its share 
of accident cases, according to a 
zone plan, and each hospital will be 
asked to share charity cases alike. 
The policy, personnel and budget 


committees reported at the Tues- 
day meeting, generally 
agreeing 


with Dr. Arnholt in his full report 
which was accepted for further con- 
iideration upon a motion mad by 
Jr. K. 8. J. Hohlen, and seconded 
by Dr. E. G. Zimmerer. 


Commissioner Harm, a member of 
he advisory board, presented Dr. 
E W. Rowe of the personnel com- 
mittee with a list of recommenda- 
.ions for some of the positions. Dr. 
Rowe kept the list under cover, 
waiting for possible committee ac- 
ion on them before announcing 
then- identity.
